introduction. 

The  year  1954,  although  one  of  the  wettest  years  on  record,  gave  no 
anxieties  as  far  as  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  concerned.  An  out- 
break of  influenza  during  the  last  2 months  of  the  year  did  however 
cause  an  increase  in  sickness  rates  in  the  area  and  caused  4 deaths. 


The  birth  and  death  rates  for  the  year  were  both  lower  than  those ^ 
for  1953,  and  a comparison  of  the  adjusted  rates  with  those  for  England 
and  Wales  is  slightly  unfavourable  to  the  area.  The  unfavourable  death 
rate  comparison  is  probably  due  to  the  types  of  industry  and  work 
available  in  the  area. 

There  was  a pleasing  reduction  in  the  Infant  Mortality . rate, 
commented  on  last  year,  though  the  figures  show  that  there  is  still 
room  for  improvement  in  this  direction.  The  maternal  mortality  rate 

was  again  nil. 

Tuberculosis.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases  was  reported, 

as  compared  to  1953,  In  addition  1 respiratory  r.ndl  aon-respiratory 
tuberculosis  deaths  wore  notified*  There  were  no  tuberculosis  deaths 
in  1953,  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  stamp  out  this  disease,  and  the 
Council  is  giving  all  the  help  it  can,  by  its  sympathetic,  and  generous 
consideration,  of  re— housing  applications  by  tuberculosis  sufferers. 

Details  of  the  1951  Census  were  published  during  the  year.  These 
show  that  the  overcrowding  problem  in  Burry  port  was  not  as  acute  as  that 
in  other  areas  around  the  district.  Between  April  1951  and  December 
31st  1954,  the  Council  built  183  houses.  During  the  same  period 
13  private  houses  were  built.  These,  together  with  the  houses  the. 

Council  contemplates  building  during  1955  should  enable  the  Council 
to  deal  with  its  main  overcrowding  problem. 


The  Census  report  also  gives  details  of  the  presence  or  absence 
of  (’)  Piped  Water  Supply,  (2)  Cooking  Store,  (3)  Kitchen  Sink, 

(4)  Water  Closet  and  (5)  Fixed  bath  for  household  use.  These  are 
considered  everyday  essentials  in  modern  houses.  The  report  shows 
that  less  than  50%  of  the  households  of  Burry  Port  had  all  five 
amenities. 


The  Council  has,  by  its  new  sewerage  schemes  taken  a step  towards 
rectifying  this  adverse  feature  in  the  community.  This  will,  I am  sure 
be  followed  by  other  steps  to  encourage  and  prevail  upon  landlords  ana 
owner-occupiers  to  bring  their  properties  up  to  modern  standards. 


At  present,  10.,  2%  of  the  population,  roughly  1 person  in  10  is 
over  65  years  of  age.  Statisticians  state  that  this  ratio  will  slowly 
Screase  to  1 in  4 in  20  years  or  so.  This,  I feel,  should  he  borne  in 
mind  when  considering  future  housing  programmes.

Census,  1951. 

The  Census  taken  on  April  8th  and  9th,  1951,  gives  the  most  detailed 
report  available  as  to  the  housing  position  in  Burry  port.  If  one  makes 
allowances  for  the  intervening  years,  it  can  still  be  the  most  accurate 
guide  available.  I have,  therefore,  taken  extracts  from  this  report  in 
the  hope  that  they  will  provide  information  that  will  help  the  Councils, 

GENERAL  EXPLANATORY  NOTES. 

DEFINITIONS: 

Dwelling  means  a structurally  separate  dwelling  and  generally  comprises 
any  room  or  suite  of  rooms  intended  or  used  for  habitation,  having 
separate  access  to  the  street  or  to  a common  landing  or  staircase  to 
which  the  public  has  access. 

Households. 

(1)  Non  private  - Broadly  speaking  all  persons  enumerated  in  Hotels, 
Boarding  Houses  and  Institutions. 

(2)  private  Households  - Can  be  broadly  regarded  as  comprising  single 
persons  living  alone,  or  groups  of  individuals  voluntarily  living 
together  under  a single  menage  in  the  sense  of  sharing  the  same 
living  room  or  eating  at  the  same  table.  Boarders  and  domestic 
servants  are  included  in  the  household  with  which  they  are  en- 
umerated, as  also  are  visitors.  But  a lodger  or  group  of  lodgers 
having,  or  sharing  separate  accommodation  to  themselves  should 
have  been  counted  as  separate  private  households,  distinct  from 
the  main  occupying  household  of  the  dwelling. 

Rooms  - Sculleries,  bathrooms,  landings,  offices,  etc.,  ar  not  usually 
counted  as  rooms. 

in  the  area  at  the  time  were  nine  caravans  comprising  nine 
separate  dwellings  and  households.

The  whole  of  the  town’s  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Llanelly  Borough 
and  Llanelly  Rural  District  Councils  under  agreement.  The  supply  from 
the  Llanelly  Borough  was  commenced  on  the  26th  August,  1952.  This 
additional  supply  was  necessary  to  augment  the  other  supply  and  to 
provide  the  Carmarthen  Bay  power  Station  with  the  required  industrial 
supply.

DRAINAGE  AND  SANITATION. 

The  Town  Sewerage  is  on  the  partially  seperate  system  and  during  the 
year  a Scheme  for  sewering  the  Graig,  Furnace,  Ashburnham  and  Derwydd 
districts  has  been  completed,  and  a Sewage  Disposal  Works  constructed 
close  to  the  Site  of  the  Carmarthen  Bay  Power  Station,  to  cater  for 
both  the  old  and  new  systems.  The  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  continues  to  discharge  to  the  sea. 

Connections  to  the  new  scheme  are  being  made  ar  present,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  most  properties  in  the  town  will  be  connected  by  1955#

GEIiERAL  EXPLANATORY  NOTES, 

DEFINITIONS; 


Dwellings  means  a structurally  separate  dwelling  and  generally  comprises 
any  room  or  suite  of  rooms  intended  or  used  for  habitation,  having 
separate  access  to  the  street  or  to  a common  landing  or  staircase  to 
which  the  public  has  access. 

Households ; 

(-0*  Hopd  Private  - Broadly  speaking  all  persons  enumerated  in  Hotels, 
Boarding  Houses  and  Institutions, 

Households,  — Can  be  broadly  regarded  as  comprising 
single  persons  living  alone,  or  groups  of  individuals  voluntarily 
living  together  under  a single  menage  in  the  sense  of  sharing  the 
same  living  room  or  eating  at  the  same  table.  Boarders  and 
domestic  servants  are  included  in  the  household  with  which  they 
are  enumerated,  as  also  are  visitors.  But  a lodger  or  group  of 
lodgers  having,  or  sharing  separate  accommodation  to  themselves 
should  have  been  counted  as  separate  private  households,  distinct 
from  the  main  occupying  household  of  the  dwelling. 

Rooms  — Sculleries,  bathrooms,  landings,  offices,  etc.  are  not  usually 
counted  as  rooms. 

In  the  area  at  the  time  were  nine  caravans  comprising  nine 
separate  dwellings  and  households.
